they were old mountain men, and Car- 
son having a great reputation aa a guide, 
everybody went craay. No white man 
was supposed to have been within 000 
miles of the place, and indeed men were 
being cut oft by Indians within five 
miles of the fort.

Carson and Kinney went on a week s 


drunk, and soon gambled away their 
gold, bnt showed no disposition to tain 
a party to the new Eldorado. 
The 


United States officers at the fort dis- 
credited the whole thing, and dissuaded 
the crowd from following it np, out 
men started out and none returned, and 
hundreds tried it from time to time. The 
Indians no doubt knew of the existence 
of gold there, and of course wanted to 
keep the whites out, and they did ef- 
fectually for thirty years. A thousand 
lives and a mountain of treasure were 
spent la seeking the location in vain, 
and it was believed by the old timers to 
be a fraud from the first Neither Cai«- 
son nor Kinney ever made the attempt 
to seek it again, but both repeated their 
original story from tame to time. Se 
this is about the truth aa to the Lost 
Cabin bonanza. 


White's Cement minfe is ranch more 


remarkable as a narrative 
White was 


a New Englander, sixty years o)d, who 
had* come to California in 184S Aa a 
gold seeker he was known and talked 
about in every mining camp on the coaal 
and stones related of his phenomenal 
Inck. He 90 doubt made many fortunes, 
but was always poor, and tramped about 
with a lean mule and haft breed Indian 
boy, getting supplies where he could 
I believe he was slightly demented, but 
all looked np to him, and he undoubted-

One day ui 183S White came to florae 


Head gulch from the Sierras, driving 
hw mule and looking utterly used up. 
He got something to eat and then took 
out of his pack a number of pieces of 
what looked like hard white clay glit- 
tering with specks of metal, but he said 
little and went off to an assayer, a Ger- 
man named Helyat, and an honest man. 
Before night it was known in camp that 
White's specimen showed 1,000 ounces 
of gold to the ton In five minutes every 
one went crazy 
Nobody slept that 


night, bnt sat around the fires and 
talked "cement * In the morning a 
party headed by Senator Sharon's 
brother called on White, who was sleep- 
Ing in oni» of the "shacks." He was 
told In a few words that he must pilot 
the men to his find, he should have the 
pick of the claims and help to work it, 
bnt go he must, and on his refusal was 
warned that his life would not be worth 
shucks if he "stood off" the camp. Then 
he consented. 


Every one was wild. I waa offered 


(1,000 for my two mulee and outfit, but 
like a fool went with the rest. The trail 
led right into the Enema. The first day 
was a race and one-third of the men 
broke doam.
